0 ab 1 Foal a Judgment of G © D 
on this Nation (as lately befel in the dreadful 
Tempeſt, on Saturday Morning the 27th. of No- 
vember laſt) no Hiſtory. either forreign or do- 
meſtick, can parallel. To tranſmit therefore a diſtin * 
and true Account of that unheard of and fatal Acci- 
dent, and to obſerve an exact Decorum in each particu- 
lar as much as poſſible, we hope, will not be unaccept- 
able to the Reader; fince a Matter of this important 
Conſequence muſt and will ſtand as a Monument of 
the Anger of Heaven, Juſtly Pour, d down upon this 
Kingdom to all poſterity. 

I think it convenient, by way 77 Meibes, to 
make mention of two or three Inſtances of this nature, 
which have made a noiſe in our Engliſh Chronicle; by 
Which we may conceive how this greater Calamit 
appears as a Gol;ah to thoſe leſſer and dwarfiſh Diſaſt- 4 
ers, that have happen'd in former times to Euglaud. 

| Before the Reign of Queen Mary nothing occurs 
— emacs: but in the filth Year of ber 4 
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5 Houſe and Churches within two Miles of that —.— 
were beaten down; the Betts were thrown out of the 
Steeples into the Churchyards thirty foot, and ſeveral 
Rolls of Lead folded up Were caſt four hundred foot 
into the fields; all the Trees blown up by the roots 
with ſuch Impetuoſity, that they were caſt forty yards 
off; ſeven or eight Men killed in the field, and neither 
\ their Fleſh or Skin torn; a Child, which the careful 
Father indeavoured to preſerve, was by the Violence 
of the Hurrican driven out of his Arms, and toſſed 20 
» yards high, and periſhed by the Fall. 
In the Vear 115 being the 1 zth. of Queen Eli 
kabeth, on the 17th. day of February, in a Town called 
1 Tinnaſton, in the 53 of Hereford, about ſix a clock 
in the morning a tempeſtuous \ ind aroſe, Which was 
followed with, a bellowing Noiſe, in the ſubterraneous 
Caverns of the Earth; when on a ſuddain a Hill wit! 
a Rock under it, lifted it ſelf on high, and began to 
travel; bearing along with it the Trees. that grew on F 
it, the Sheepfolds, and the Flocks of Sheep that dera: 
ſtured thereon. at the ſame time; In the Place —4 E 
whence it came, was left a gaping : Diſtance at leaſt 3 
forty Foot; and four ſcore Ells long; t the whole Field was- 
twenty Acres. In its Journey it overthrew a Chappel, 
removed a Vew. tree, and other I rees in the Church- 
yard, and all ether Oppoſitions that it met with: This 
flame amazing Hill (the Hurrican of Wind ſtill conti- 
nuing) walked from Saturday: two a. clock in the even- 
f ing till Monday noon following. 
The other ML I would take notice of, was the- 
«th. of September 1659, rhe Day on which that eminent 
| Norden Oliver Cromwel, made his Exit; remarkable 
lor a Storm at Sea, and a Tempeſt at Land ſo yviolen

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that the Tops of ſeveral Houks were blown down, 
and particularly a Pinnacle of Somerſet-Houſe, where 


he alterwards lay in ſtate; and as that forerun the Fate 


of a Tyrant of leſſer N ote, ſo this (its hoped ) attend 
ed upon a Tyrant, the greateſt and moſt eminent that 
ever the World beheld; who has made the Chriſtian 
Part of Europe the Theatre of War: Fach Street, each 
Field is by his means become an Aceldama, and a 


bloody Scene of flaughterd and W Citizens and 


Soldiers. ; 

Theſe three foremention'd Tempeſts were confit!d 
to particular Places, and the Damage inconſiderable ; 
but this, of which we are now about to. ſpeak, both 


by Sea and Land was univerſal, deſtructive, terrible, 


and amazing. 

In the firſt place we will recount all the Accidents 
and Calamities done within the City of LONDOR, 
the Suburbs, and. the adjacent Places; then enumerate 
the fatal Damages we ſuffered in the Country ; and laſt 
of all .conclude with our Loſs of Ne and MER at

by its long Continuance, Duration, and Force, gave 


occaſion to the Learned to conjecture that it was long 


gathering; and came from a far: It was obſerved 


by ſeveral, that it was. mixt with Lightning; and the 
extraordinary Rumbling, and Noiſe Which was heard 
in the Air, with the violent Blaſts, and Guſts of Wind, 

reſembled the fall and N down of Waters with 
great Impetuoſity. 


I ſhall not preſume to compute the Particulars of 7% 
Damage done by it, in and about the City and Sub- 


urbs, both to public Edifices, and private Houſes, by 


: the untiling of + Roots, or blowing down of Chimney 3 
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Part of the Palace of St. Fames's was blown down, 
and a Woman killed by the Fall of a Chimney. Her 
MAJESTY was allarmed, and got up, with his 
Highneſs the PRINCE, and all the Maids of Ho- 
nour, who eſcaped a ſignal Danger; for, in the Room 
where they were, a Stack of Chimneys fell, within few 
minutes aſter they had left the ſame. The Wall of the 
Garden of the Lord High Treaſurer was blown down, 
and his new built Houſe much damaged. The Garden

Houſe was camaged, and the Roof thrown down, b 

which nine Soldiers were much bruiſed. Part of the 
Apartment of the Archbiſhop of Tork, Lord Almoner, 
was beat down, and a Footman killed in his bed by a 
Chimney breaking in upon him.

The Light-Houſe ; at Plimouth, on the Edideſton, which 
was ſo beneficial to the Mariners, and erected by the 
Ingenious Mr. Minſtanely is blown down, and Mr. Win-

win Sands, notoriouſly known in all Ages for ſwallow-. 
| ing up our Naval Forces, has in his devouring Gulph 

 Tuckt in our choiceſt Ships and Men, which we 
' Have. loft on this tremendous Occaſion: Upon the 

riſing of the Storm, the Ships in the Downs 
| hoped to weather it by Anchoring, but moſt of them, 
maugre all their Induſtry, were born: dowa by the 
Impetuoſity of the Storm, and among the reſt, theſe 
Men of War, the Northumberland, the Reſtoration; 
the Sterling - Caſtle, the Mary, and the Mortar. Bomb. 
The Northumberlaud and Reſtoration were caſt away 
on the Back of the Sands, Captain Greenmay the 
Commander of the Northumberland, ai Ship of 70 
Guns, and all the Men periſhed, which were 220, 
including 24 Mariners. The Reſtoration, a third 
Rate, at 76 Guns likewiſe, Captain Emes Comman- 
der; all her Company was loſt to a Man, that were 
on board, with the Captain, being 391 Men. The 
Mort ar- Bomb, a: 5th Rate, Captain Raymond Com- 
mander, loſt, and all the Company, on the ſaid 

. » GaodminesSands, being in number 65. The N 
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: Caſtle, a third Rate, of 70 Guns, Captain Fohnhſow- 
; Commander, loſt on the Goodwin. Sands; the Captain, 
the third Lieutenant, the Chaplain and the Cook 
were ſaved by Deal-Hookers, who ventured in their 
Boats, with about 70 Men, of which, four were 
Marine Officers, the reſt were drowned, being 206. 
A very remarkable Preſervation attended a. Perſon- 
belonging to the Mary, who floating upon a Wreck, 
from Saturday about 3, till Sanday Morning about 8, 
was by a Wave waſht off, and expecting nothing 
elſe but immediate Death, was conveyed by another 
Wave, on a large Wreck. of the Sterling Caſtle, where 
70 Men were ſtruggling with the Waves, where 
he remained with them till 3 in the Afternoon, about 
which time they all ſenſibly perceived, that the 
Wreck could not bear them any longer, and when 
they expected nothing but Ruin, it pleaſed Provi- 
dence to bring Mr. Marſbam, a Son of Sir F. Mar- 
ſham, with the Deal-Houkers, who ſaved them all, 
The Mary, a 4th Rate, 64 Guns, Captain Edward. 
Hapſon Commander, in which was the Worthy Ad- 
miral Baſil Beaumont, Elq; a Gentleman of a very. 
2 antient Houſe in Yorkſhire; Captain Hopſon, and his 
_ Purſer, by good Fortune happned to be a- more, the 
reſt, with the Noble Admiral, who meritted a better 
Fate; which were in number 269, periſhed, except . 
the Perſon who was miraculouſly thrown by a Wave . 
on the Wreck, where 70 Men were floating of the 
Sterling-Caſtle. - The Admiral uſed all means poſſible . 
to lave his Life: He ſtood on the Deck, and to 
encourage the People to venture to ſave him, he 
ſhewed Plate and Money, by holding it on high ; 
when he ſaw. that no hope of Safety appeared from 
Shore, and that the Deal-Hookers, nor any other Per-, 
fon dare preſume to venture to the Place, a =

Ship was lowed by the Sands; the Admiral, with 
his Chaplain, (a Man of better Morals than gener- 
ally Sea-Chaplains are of) and the Chy rurgion, (af- 
ter that the Chaplain had recommended hiniſelf and 
his two Companions to the Micrcy of God, in a ſhort 
Ejaculation) quitted the M, on a Piece of the 
Quarter-Deck, but the People, who viewed this un- 
grateful Sight from the Land, ſaw, after a ſhort 
time, firſt the Chaplain, then the Chyrurgion, and 
laſt the Admiral, waſht of, and fo, without any 
diſpute, Drowned. This Admiral was a Man entire- 
ly in the Intereſt of his Queen, a true Engliſb- man, 
one that ſcorned Flattery or Bribery, capable of per- 
forming great things, having for two Years paſt per- 
formed his Duty with admirable Conduct; having 
blockt up Ponti, and all his Squadron, for a whole 
Scaſon, in the Harbour of Duzxkirk; and he, that 
Tear, prevented the great Deſigns which were to be 
performed by Ponti, and machinated at Verſailes; he 
Jcoured and cleared the Northern Seas of Privateers 
and French. men of War; Convoyed our Raſſia Mer- 
chant-men, and others, ſafely into our Harbours ; 
per formed all the Parts of a complete Admiral: Al- 
ways Invincible againſt the common Enemy, and 
only to be conquered by the Hand of Fate: 
The Fleet under Sir Clondefly Shovel, to-wit, the Tri. 
um ph, St. George, Royal-Oak, and Cambridge, rid- out 
the Storm, ſince which, they got in near the e ee 
and the Aſſociation, in which is Admiral Fairborne, 
with the Ruſſel, Revenge, and Dorſerſhire, are come 
into Oaſte- Bay — . The loſs of the Ships at Tar- 
mouth, at firſt appeared dreadful, it being given out, 
that 460 or 500 Colliers periſhed there: It's true, 
maoeſt of them, and the other Ships, were forced from 
their Anchors, but the Colliers are moſt of them: ſafe: 
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The Reſerve, a 4th Rate, of 70 Guns, Captain John 
Auderſon Commander, having loft all her Maſt, foun- 
dered, and ſunk in the Road, having 190 Men on 
board, who all miſerably periſhed with her, but 20 
who were ſaved ; the Captain, Surgeon, and Clerk, 
were on Shore with their two Boats, and 25 Men, 
to buy Proviſions; Captain Sauderſon of the Marines, 
and his 2 Lieutenants, and 20 Men, are ſaved : Se- 
veral Corn-Veſlels are loſt, as Samuel S Mr. John 
Maſon Mr. and allo James Tompſon miſſing ——, The 
Line and Margat rode out of the Storm, but are 
greatly damaged. The Bonadventare of London, Andrew 
Painter Maſter, from Raſſia, falling foul on a laden 
Collier, is loſt, but moſt of the Men were faved——. 
At Port/mouth, above 30 Sail were miſſing, but ſe- 
veral of them are ſince come in. The Newcaſtle, a 
4th Rate, Captain Carter Commander, was loſt at 
Spithead, the Carpenter, and 39 Men were ſaved, 
the reſt, being 193, drowned. The Veſaviu Fire- 
ſhip, a 5th Rate, Captain Paddon Commander, all 
her Company were ſaved, being 48, and there are 
hopes to get her off ——, On the Coaſt of Suſſex, * 
were loſt the Eagle Advice-Boat, a 6th Rate, Caps» 
tain Bullock Commander, all her Company, being 45, 
ſaved. The Reſolution, a 3d Cate, Captain Liſie Com- 
mander, was loſt, but all her Company, being 22x, 
ſaved. The Litchfield Prize, a 5th Rate, Captain 
Chamberlaine Commander, on the Coaſt of Suſſex, was 
loſt, all her Company, being 108, ſaved; and it's 
hoped to get her off——, The Vanguard, a ad Rate, 
which was brought in to be rebuilt, was ſunk in 
Chatham Harbour, with neither Men nor Guns in 
her———, The loſs in Briſtol Harbour, conſiſts moſt 
in Merchant-men, ſome of them being drove inta 
King ſroad, and Hungroad, 5 loſt. The 1 2 
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John are loſt, but moſt of their Men are preſerved; 
ux Lighters, laden with Goods, funk in Hungroad. 
The George and Grace ſunk. The Canterbury Store- 
ſhip, which was ſuppoſed to be loft, is ſafe. The 
Sheram rid out the Storm, but the Arundel is very 
much ſhattered, and ſtill in great N but there 
is hopes ſtill to get her off: 16 Saylers, with the 
| Captain of the Canterbury, are drowned. The Effects 
of the Merchant- men which were loſt here, are mo- 
deſtly computed to be worth 100000 J. beſides the 
Ships and Boats... At Ph mouth, the Winchelſea of 
Londons, Captain Road Commander from Virginia, was 
caſt away on the Eddey- one, and only the Captain, 
and fix of his Men were ſaved. The Hopeful and 
Mary of London were caſt away. The Waller. Galley, 
of London, laden with Corn, ſunk... At Falmouth, 
the Wind was ſo high and violent, that all the Ships 
in this. Harbour were driven on Shore from their 
Anchors, but all are got off again, except the Man ſ 
bridge Packet-Boat, which with all the Men in it are 
loſt. A Daniſh Ship, is in great danger of being loſt .... 
At Dartmouth, a Merchant-ſhip, a Sweed of conſider- 
able Burthen from Bourdeauæ, was caſt away upon. 
the Bole-Land or Point, and all her Men were drown» 
ed, and her lading of Wines, except only two Casks,.

From Cowes, in the Ide of 
Mig, we have an Account of a Virginia Ship, loſt 
in the late Storm, off of Hurt Caltle, with 300 
Hogſheads of Tobacco on board; the Maſter and 
Mate, and all che Men loſt, except 4, who died after 
they had got on Shore. A Tyn-Veſſel Was ſeen to 
periſh near this Coaſt, with all the Perſons that were 
luis ſo unexpected a Lols, as it invaded us on tjñie 

ſudden, ſo it made us the more ſenſible of the Damage: 

Tho we find daily, that our Lofs at Sea is not ſo 

great, (as ſome Enemies to the Government would 
make it) yet it muſt be acknowledged, that the Fire 

of London, whoſe uncontrolled and flaming Rage laid 4 
in Aſhes our Metropolis, was not ſo conſiderable 4 9 
Mis fortune, as this never to be forgotten Diſaſter. 
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
